"Chute-branding" is that method ol brand- 
ing cattle which Is employed by some big ranches 
instead of the old, slower method of roping the 
steers, dropping and holding them while an iron 
is pressed to their flanks. In chute-branding, the 
cattle are driven through narrow pens, or chutes, 
and braitders , standing outside the slatted fences, 
thrust their red-hot brands throush openings onto 
the hide of the steer. Inas muc h as a steady 
stream of cattle can be fed through the chutes, 
much in the fashion of an assembly line, this 
form of branding is popular with the big cow out- 
fits. However .certain old timers only scofi at It.

Hundreds of 
thou sands of cattle died Entire ranch Families 
froze todcath. Many men quit the cattle business 
after that storm, and never went back. Even 
today, the people Of Montana and Wyoming talk 
of that blizzard In hushed voices. Yes, sir, when 
we folks see a few snow flurries, we should think 
back to those times — and what It must have 
meant to have whole families freeze to death in 
their homes because they couldn't get out for 
fuel to keep the fires going!

invention of Richard Jordan Catling, an American 
inventor, who also invented a steam plow and a 
hemp-breaking machine among others. In 1861, 
when the Civ 11 War began, he set about the inven- 
tion of the gun that bears his name. In 1862, he 
had a gun that would fire 350 shots a minute. Put 
Ihe war was over-before the government got 
around to manufacturing (hem I The gatllng gun 
fired a .41 cartridge. Some later versions fired 
a .303 cartridge. 

The Navy Colt, 1851 model, can be seen in 
the book entitled Encyc lopedlaof American Hand 
Arms (page 85) . We have no pictures of that Colt 
aUthe moment. The Navy Colt was a slx-Bhot 
percussion model, 30 calibre, single action gun. 
It had a blued metal finish. The Navy Colt 
weighed two pounds, ten ounces. For further 
details of this fine hand gun, see the Encyclo- 
pedia at your local library. 

You mention the Henry rifle. The Henry 
rifle used by the Sioux was the .44, made by 
Winchester, the 1866 model. Tyler Henry was 
its inventor.
